WASHINGTON, March 24.—[Special.]—The 
publication of the facts this morning relative

service as housekeeper at the white house, has 
been met by a prompt denial from the white 
house. 

Denials in such cases are always in order, 
and the promptness with which Mrs. Harrison 
and the attaches of the executive mansion 
rushed into print this afternoon with state- 
ments, is pretty good evidence that the publi- 
cation rang the bull's eye. 

WHO IS JOSEPHINE KNEIPE? 

The roster of the white house employes was 
overhauled by one of the officers’ door bangers 
named Colonel Crook, who pointed out that 
Mrs. Dimmick’s name was not on the rolls, 
but that “Josephine Kneipe”’ appeared there 
as housekeeper. This same ‘‘Josephine 
Kneipe,’’ Mrs. Harrison, in her statement, 
says performs the duties of servant woman, 
housekeeper and maid to herself. This is 
rather a remarkable amount of work for one 
woman to perform, but she probably does it, 
and allows Mrs. Dimmick to draw the salary, 
just as many of the relatives of senators receive 
pay for work for which they hire other persons 
atan insignificant salary.

In the gossip today there are rumors of two 
very importants changes, one in the senate 
and one inthe supreme court. It is announced 
that Justice Joseph P. Bradley is to retire, and 
that Senator Edmunds is to be appointed as 
his successor on the bench. Bradley is already 
seventy-cight years of age; eight above the 
constitutional age for retirement, and has been 
in failing health for some time. Edmunds 
is yet in the fullness of intellectual vigor, 
being but little over sixty-two. He has served 
in the senate continually since 1866, and is un- 
doubtedly the ablest lawyer on the republican 


side of that body. He has always aspired to. 


be the autocrat of the senate, but the influx of 
the wiid mustangs from the jack rabbit 
states has demoralized not only the old-time 
solemnity of that body, but his author- 
ity. Only last winter one of the 
wild westerners had the temer- 
ity to tell St. Jerome that the time 
would come soon when he (Edmunds) and his 
demijohn and his judiciary committee would 
be handled out to the east terrace. The re- 
sult is that Edmunds pines for the more placid 
precincts of the supreme court room, where 
precedents and traditions are sacred. It is 
rather remarkable that both Edmunds and 
Biadley, who are now to exchange places, 
were chief actorsin the drama which seated 
Hayes in the white house. Both were mem- 
bers of the electoral commission, and it was 
Bradley who cast his vote and his voice at 
every disputed point as the eighth man in the 
eight-to-seven game in favor of Hayes. His 
infamous action on that occasion gave him the 
sobriquet of ‘‘Aliunde Joe,”’ a title which he 
will carry to his grave. 
GOVERNOR NICHOLLS’S REPORT 


To Secretary Blaine On the Killing of the 
Italians. 

WasHINGTON, March 24.—Secretary Blaine 
received a letter from Governor Nicholls, of 
Louisiana, this morning, in regard to the 
‘recent killing of the eleven Italians in the jail 
at New Orleans, of which the following is a 
Copy: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, STATE OF LOUISIANA, 
Baron RoveGk, March 21, 1891.—-Hon. James G. 
Blaine, Secretary of State, Washington, D. C. 
Sir: At a late hour on the 15th instant, I 
received a dispatch from you, having reference to 
the forcible breaking, on the 14th of this month, 
of the jail in this city, and killing eleven persons 
confined therein, under indictments found in the 
criminal district court for the parish of New 
Orleans. 

You stated to me that it had been represented 
to the president by the minister of Italy, accred- 
ited to the government of the United States, that 
among the killed, on that occasion, were three or 
four subjects of the king of Italy. The telegram 
disclosed the apprehension, on the part of the 
minister, evidently shared in by the president 
that the disturbance was continuous and swelling, 
adisturbance which might involve Italian sub- 
jects in New Orleans. I have reasons to believe 
that the hope expressed by the president that I 
would co-operate with him in maintaining the 
Obligations of the United States toward Italian 
Subjects, and that further violence and bloodshed 
might be prevented, was based upon that belief. 

The president further expressed the hope that 
allthe offenders might be promptly brought to 

ce. 

On the 16th I telegraphed you that there was no 
€xcitement in the city at that time and that I saw 
Ro reason to anticipate further trouble. I also

A SENSATION PROMISED. 

New OrvEans, March 24.—The grand jury 
held another sossion today,and from the wit 
nesses it is evident that the body is getting 
nto the bribery business. In fact, persons in 
authority Say, With an air of mystery, that there 
will be sensational develpoments before the 
end of the weeks. The sensation will be the 
indictment of a party not heretofore men- 
tioned in connection with the unsavory part 
of the case, 


O'Malley was indicted yesterday for being 
accessory before the fact of attempting to 
bribe jurors. McChristal, his accomplice, has 
told his master’s part in the transactions in 
which the prisoner figured. 

Detective Collins told the secrets of O’Mal- 
ley’s office. Another city detective kept a 
constant watch on O’Malley's office and re- 
ported who entered, and O’Malley’s doings 
have evidently been well . shadowed. 
Many of the witnesses of the last 
few days have been suprised to 
find themselves called and protested that they 
knew nothing until they got into the jury 
room. The system of espionage extended to 
witnesses for the state. Some were threat- 
ened and the state also learned of an effort to 
Spiritsome away. The state has the advan- 
tage of knowing the relative importance of 
its witnesses, while defense merely guessed at 
their knowledge. 

The defense wasted considerable time on the 
witnesses, the state could well afford to spare, 
while the witnesses really wanted were well 
cared for. Anyhow, the methods of the defense 
were well known and thwarted, although the 
skill of O’Malley and his henchmen proved 
eminently successful, as far as the jurors were 
concerned, 

The state is now obtaining full knowledge 
as to the latter as well, and the grand jury 
will create an interesting record before it 
finishes its work on the Hennessey case. 
O Malley has not been brought back, although 
@ capias has been issued, and it is likely he 
will not be really sought for until the grand 
jury is through with the investigation. 

THE BOGUS O’MALLEY. 

A. private letter was received from Tim 
Allingham, the a who impersonated 
O’ Malley to the Memphis reporters. He is a 
grocer across the river, and fell heir toa few 
thousand dollars, which he went north to 
spenn with his relatives. He was in Mem- 
phis, enroute to Arkansas, with a lady cousin 
and her child, when several parties, who had 
seen himin New Orleans conversing with 
O’ Malley, recognized himasthe latter. He 
denied the identity, but they insisted, and he 
took up the joke and carried it through. 

THREATENING THE MAYOR’S WIFE. 

There have been no new threats within the 
last few days, although Mayor Shakespeare’s 
wife is said to have been stopped on the street 
by several Italians and threatened with the 
destruction of her home and family. 


ACCIDENTS ON THE RAIL. 


4A Brakeman’s-. Mistake—They Misunder- 
stood the Signal. 

LOUISVILLE, March 24.—The fast ex- 
press on the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
ran off the track near Anchorage, fifteen 
miles from here, Jast night, a brakeman throw- 
ing the switch before the train had entirely 
passed. The two rear sleepers were thrown 
against a sidetracked freight train, and one was 
completely demolished. Mrs. Belle Elson, of 
Kokomo, Ind., was probably fatally injured; 
John P. Morris, of Covington, Ind., had his 
shoulder dislocated; Mrs, R. 8. Stream, of 
Greenville, Miss., hip bruised and internal 
injuries, but not considered serious. Three 
others were injured, but not seriously. 

A PECULIAR ACCIDENT. 

SPRINGFIELD, O., March 24.—An extra- 
ordinary accident oceurred on the ‘‘Big Four,’’ 
about twenty miles from the city yesterday. 
A passenger train en route from Columbus to 
this city killed a boy named Arthur Digni- 
gardt, and stopped. A freight going east was 
expected in a short time, and it was signaled 
to stop. The engineer, fireman and head 
brakeman saw the danger signals, and, think- 
ing there was a washout, jumped, the first two 
being fatally hurt.

LAID GENTLY AWAY. 


THE CORPSE OF GENERAL JOHN- 
STON BURIED IN BALTIMORE. 


THERE WAS NO MARTIAL DISPLAY 


But the Dead Soldier’s Wishes Were Car- 
ried Out—The Services in Washington 
and Baltimore. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—The funeral 
services over the remains of the late 
General Joseph E. Johnston, almost the 
last of the great commanders of the confeder- 
acy, took place in this city, this morning. By 
special request of the deceased the ceremonies 
were devoid of ostentation or unnecessary 
formality. The services were in keep- 
ing with the character of the man. 
There was no display of uniforms or battle 
flags or military trappings, and as the family 
of the deceased, carrying out the spirit of his in- 
junction, had declined the request a number of 
confederate veterans’ associations to participate 
formally, there was nothing to distinguish 
the funeral from a private interment, beyond 
the large attendance of distinguished person’. 

There were no services at the residence of 
thejdeceased, but just before 11 0’clock the re- 
mains were taken quietly to St. John’s Episco- 
pal church, opposite Lafayette square, ac- 
companied by the family and near friends. 

Of these there were in attendance ex-Gover- 
nor McLane, of Maryland, and James McLane 
brothers-in-law of the dead man; Dr. Joseph 
E. Johnston, Mrs. Taliaferro, a niece (with 
her son and daughter) and Dr. George Ben 
Johnston, grand-nephew. 

DISTINGUISHED PEOPLE PRESENT. 

There were also present at the church Gov- 
ernor McKinney, of Virginia; Mayor Ellyson, 
of Richmond; Senators Daniel and Hawley, 
Captain Thomas Mackall, Judge Robert 
Hughes, Colonel Stern, General John 
Saunders, General Henry T. Douglass and a 
number of persons from Baltimore; General 
Veazy, commander-in-chief of the Grand 
Army Republic; Vice-President Morton, Sen- 
ators Cockrell, Manderson and Butler. 

The funeral party arrived at the church at 
11 o’clock. It was met by the honorary pall 
bearers, who were Senators Morgan and 
Daniel, Rev. J. M. L. Curry; General Parke, 
United States Army; General Charles W. 
Field, General Harry Heth, Rear Admiral 
Rogers, Rear Admiral Temple, General H. G. 
Wright, General Benjamin W. Brice’; Colonel 
Archer Anderson, of Richmond; Colonel 
Edwin G. Harris, Hon. J.C. Bancroft Davis 
and James Watmaugh. 

BORNE BY HIS OWN SOLDIERS. 

The active body bearers consisted of mem- 
bers of the Ex-Confederate Association of this 
city, all men who fought under General John- 
ston during the war. Drawn up in double 
line along the sidewalk, were about 100 men 
of Robert E. Lee Camp Confederate Veterans, 
without uniform, and they stood with their 
gray heads bared to the inclement air, as the 
body was borne between their ranks. 

The casket wasa plain one, covered with 
black and without ornament. A small silver 
plate bore the inscription: 

Joseph E. Johnston, 


Born February 30, 1807. 
Died, March 21, 1891. 


This plate was placed on the casket this 
— it having been ascertained from the 
family Bible that the popular impression and 
that of General Johnston himself that he was 
born in 1809, was erroneous. The plate which 
had first been affixed to the casket which gave 
the date of birth as 1809, was, therefore, re- 
moved and the new plate substituted, giving 
the correct period of his birth. 

The body was attired in a civilian suit of 
plain black and without anything to indicate 
mnilitary rank. 

THE CHURCH CROWDED, 

St. John’s church, small and of a style of ar- 
chitecture many gears old, was crowded to its 
utmost capacity with delegations of ex-confed- 
erates and different sexes and many people of 
Washington. 

The general was for a number of years a 
leading member of St. John’s, and a number 
of honorary pallbearers were selected from 
among its membership. 

The services were cenducted by Rev. Dr. 
Douglass, rector of the church, and were con- 
fined tothe simple Episcopalian burial service 


‘forthe dead. As the remains were borne up the 
; church aisle, the congregation arose, while the 
' white-surpliced 


choristers touchingly sang 
“Oh, Paradise, Oh, Paradise.” 
FLORAL OFFERINGS, 

Resting on the heavy cloth-covered casket 
were three branches of English violets and 
lilies of the valley, and arranged around the 
altar, near the casket, were floral devices of 
anchors and pillows sent by the general’s 
friends in Washington and from elsewhere. 

In pews reserved were the near relatives, 
pallbearers and delegations of confederate vet- 
erans. The Southern Society of New York 
sent a delegation consisting of President Hugh 
R. Gardner, Vice President J. H. Parker, 
Peter Mallet, I. A. Buell, Eugene E. Jones, 
J. H. Francis, H. V. Snead and L. P. Hugher. 

THE BURIAL SERVICES. 

Dr. Douglass read the services beginning ‘‘I 
am the resurrection and the life,’’ and the choir 
sang the hymn, ‘‘Justas I Am, Without One 
Plea,’’ after which the burial services for the 
dead were read, followed by the singing of 
“Rock of Ages, Cleft for Me.”’ 

At the conclusion of the services, and as the 
casket was borne to the hearse, the choir, 
joined by the congregation, sang the hymn, 
“Abide with Me.”’ 

‘ The remains were then removed to the Bal- 
timore and Potomac station, followed by many 
carriages, and Jeft here on the 12:10 o’clock 
train for Baltimore, where the body will be 
interred in Greenmount cemetery in that city. 
INTERMENT IN GREENMOUNT. 

BALTIMORE, March 24.—When the body of 
General Johnston arrived here his old soldiers 
were at the railroad station, and bared their 
heads as the coffin was borne past them. They 
donot form part of the funeral procession. 
They obeyed his command. He was laid at 
rest by the side of his wife in Greenmount 
cemetery. 

THE FLAG AT HALF MAST. 
The flag on the city hall was at half mast in 


honor of General Jobnston’s funeral. General:

THE PRESIDENT WAS CLEVER. 


And Loaned Out the Bank’s Money Withou 
Collateral.

COWHIDING A TRAMP 


Until the Blood Ran Down into His Shoes. 
The Fellow’s Crime. 

SHELBYVILLE, Ind., March 23.—A tramp, 
named Phil Dougherty, yesterday entered a 
number of houses where the men happened to 
be away, demanding that hot coffee and din- 
ner be furnished him. He abused the women 
whenever they refused to comply. R. D. 
Flaitz heard his wife cryefor he)p and, getting 
& revolver, started after Dougherty. He 
placed Dougherty under arrest just as he had 
kicked down the door of the heuse 
of Mrs. Ensminger. Last night a 
mob of over 500 men _ surrounded 
the jail, where he was locked up, and de- 
manded the prisoner. The sheriff refused, 
but as the officer was talking, the prisoner, 
through a back alley, was seized by the mob, 
who took himtoa bridge where a rope was 
placed around the tramp’s neck. Some mem- 
bers of the mob begged that his life might be 
spared, and the lash was substituted. About 
thirty persons were provided with cowhides, 
and each one plied the lash across the man’s 
almost bare back. He begged for his life, and 
every strokeseemed to bringafresh gush of 
blood until his shoes were filled. Finally he 
was cut down almost exhausted, but with life 
enough to hobble off. 


A LYNCHING IN ALABAMA. 


John Dances Taken from Jail and Put to 
Death. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 24.—The lynch- 
ing of John Dances, colored, at Columbiana 
about 3 o'clock this morning was a sequel to 
his attempt, several months ago, to outrage 
Mrs. Brewster Petts, a highly respectable 
white woman in Shelby county. A body of 
armed men went to the house of Jailer 
Slaughter and forced him to unlock the jail 
cell. Then they took Dances to the woods, 
half a mile from town, and hung him. The 
jailer, Deputy Sheriff Smith and A. M. El- 
liott, who came to the rescue, were forced to 
go along and see the hanging. About 200 men 
n all participated in the lynching. 


FOUND DEAD IN THE ROAD. 


The Bodies of Two Men Connected With a 
Former Tragedy. 

New ORLEANS, March 24.—A Times-Demo- 
crat Bastrop, Texas, special says: Bob Jen- 
kins and his father-in-law, Henry T. Cham- 
bers, were found dead fourteen miles from this 
place on Red Rockroad. They had been mur- 
dered.

The sheriff with a pussee has 
gone to investigate the killing and will bring 
in the bodies.

Topeka, Kas., March 24.—The railroad com- 
missioners have made their first tour of exami- 
nation in ten Kansas counties, for which 
money was appropriated to. purchase seed 
grain, and have returned to this city. It is 
estimated that 20,000 bushels of spring wheat 
will supply seed to those who stand in most 
rt gre need.

THE VICTORIOUS REBELS. 


DETAILS OF EVENTS SINCE THE 
CAPTUBE OF IQUIQUE. 


FLIGHT OF THE POPULACE TO THE ISLANDS 


The Heavy Fire of the Warships and the 
Destruction of Iquique—The Ruins 
Still Smoking. , 


PANAMA, March 24.—The English ironclad 
Warspite arrived at Callao March Ist, from 
Chilian ports. From those on board some de- 
tails have been obtained of the events which 
followed the capture of Iquique by the rebels, 
and the first fire, which caused the destruction 
of property valued at $2,000,000. It appears 
that when the rebels captured the port, the 
government troops took up positions at some 
distance from it and held themselves in readi- 
ness to attack the city. The rebels returned 
to the vessels, leaving only some fifty men in 
charge. The troops soon heard of this 
and marched on the place, some 200 strong, 
under Colonel Soto. They reached the vicin- 
ity at about 6 o’clock in the morning and fell 
in-with a guard of sailors. Firing commenced 
and a shore fusilade led the ships to promptly 
open fire. The Blanca, Encalada, Esmeralda 
and Huascar used their heavy guns, while the 
transports kept their mitrailleuses busily em- 
ployed. Tremendous destruction followed, 
and at 10 o’clock a. m. fire broke outina 
nitrate warehouse, which was extinguished by 
the fire brigade. 

At 3:30 o’clock p. m. another fire broke out, 
and this time the efforts of the firemen proved 
useless, and the flames spread until the whole 
central part of Iquique, where the best stores 
and buildings were situated, were in ruins. 

A BLOODY FIGHT. 

Up to the 26th, when the Warspite left 
Iquique, the ruins were yet burning. The 
fight which resulted in the fire was a bloody 
tragedy, and it would have been more pro- 
longed hadit not been for an arrangement 
having been reached by the chiefs of the two 
parties, and under which the opposition lead- 
ers engaged to pay Colonel Soto $10,000 to 
distribute among his men, who were then to 
join the rebels. Under this arrangement the 
government troops abandoned their arms and 
soon dispersed. 

THE COLONEL’S PERQUISITES. 

Subsequently Colonel Soto was arrested and 
sent on board the Amazonas, accused of a 
distributed only $1,000 among his men, an 
having retained the remaining $9,000. Those 
on board the Warspite had also been informed 
that Colonel Robles had 2,000 of Balmaceda’s 
troops on the pampas, and that it was possible 
they would again attack Iquique, in which port 
and its vicinity the revolutionists stated they 
had 3,000 men. They were, however, short of 
ammunition, but were expecting some bya 
steamer by way of Magellan straits. 

IQUIQUE ABANDONED. 

Iquique is completely abandoned, and all 
the inhabitants have taken refuge on an 
island, where they had previously been 
stationed. ® 

Pisagua has been abandoned by the popu- 
lace. The intendent of Iquique sought refuge 
on the Warspite, and subsequently left in the 
cable steamer Silvertown for Valparaiso. 

The report is confirmed of a fight at San 
Francisco, in which General . Vidagran was 
killed and where the rebels were defeated. In 
the fight at Tquique on the 19th about 200 per- 
sons were killed. Someof the number lost 
their lives through their ownimprudence. The 
oftice of the daily newspaper, Voz de Chili 
which supported the government, was sacke 
and burned. The Warspite gave passage to 
Callao to 115 persons of different nationalities.

The Railroad Commission Asked to Compel 
the W. and A. Road to Move the 
Freight of the Former. 


An important action was yesterday taken by 
those interested in sustaining the insolvent 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad. 

It was nothing more nor less than the filing 
of @ petition asking the state railroad commis- 
sion to compe! the Western and Atlantic road 
to move its freight. The petition is presented 
by James B. Glover, receiver for the road, 
Judge H. B. Tompkins, representing the Cen- 
tral Trust Company, of New York, the road’s 
chiefs creditor, and Moassrs. Clay and Blair, 
attorneys for the road. 

The petition sets forth that Mr. Glover is 
the duly appointed receiver, and details the 
Jength of the road and its branches. It assérts 
that the road connects with the Western and 
Atlantic at Marietta, and that upto the 17th 
instant the usual orderly interchange of freight 
traffic was carried on between them. But since 
the 17th, the petition says, the Western Atlan- 
tic road has declined to delivor freight to 
the Marietta and  =North Georgia 
road, consigned to points along its 
line, and has also refused to 
receive any freight from the road for outside 
points, That there are at Marietta eight 
loaded cars on the Western and Atlantic 
tracks, and at or near Marietta about forty 
cars loaded and ready for transfer, and that 
none of these cars will the Western and At- 
lantic handle, although the Marietta and 
North Georgia road is ready and anxious to 
have it do so. 

This action of the Western and Atlantic 
road, the petitioners set forth, causes the in- 
solvent road great annoyance, trouble, delay 
and damage, and is moreover an obstruction 
of the laws of Georgia. The petitioners claim 
that the commission has the authority to order 
the Western and Atlantic to move their cars, 
and they pray the board to take jurisdiction of 
the complaint and adjudge whatever is just 
and equitable to all concerned. The case will 
probably be set for hearing April 6th. 

The officials of the road say that no boycott 
has been declared by the Knoxville, Cumber- 
land Gapand Louisville or East Tennessee 
roads, both of which connect with it at Knox- 
ville, and that their freight at that end is 
moving freely. One great thing that militates 
against them at that point, however, 


is the fact that the roads cannot switch 
directly to the tracks of the Ma- 
rietta and North Georgia. They are 
separated from each other by about a mile, 
and all freight has to be trausferred on wagons 
from one point to another. 

A peculiar phase of the strike came up yes- 
terday. Receiver Glover demanded of Engi- 
neer Mclntyre, who has charge of the Western 
and Atlantic stwitch engine at Marietta, that 
he turn over to the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia the eight cars on the tracks of the former 
and consigned to the latter. McIntyre refused. 
Glover then told him that unless the cars were 
moved by 10 o’clock yesterday morning he 
would have a United States marshal in the 
city to arrest him. McIntyre didn’t care to go 
to prison, and at the same time sympathized 
with the brotherhood, so he took 
the intermediate course and _ resigned 
his engine. He came to this city to confer 
with Chief Arthur, who is expected here 
this morning. He is not a member of the 
brotherhood simply because he has not been on 
an engine long enough to entitle him to mem- 
bership. 

The same notice was served upon Yardmas- 
ter Boston, at Marietta, butas he is without 
an engineer he is powerless to act. 

Mr. George R. Eager, who was general 
manager of the Marietta and North Georgia 
railroad before it went into the hands of a re- 
ceiver, was in the city yesterday. Inspeaking 
of the condition of the road and its traftic mance 
the strike began, he said: 

**The road has all the engineers necessary to 
operate it, and as to the boycott, that is a mat- 
ter that the railroads who refuse to deliver 
freight to the Marietta and North Georgia 
must look to, and will have to answer in dama- 
ges for, to those injured. 

“Many suits will be instituted, and if freight 
is not moved in a few days, some of 
them will be of large proportions. Tle work 
being done at Ducktown will have 
to suspend in a few days. This 
means a loss of $400 or $500 a day to those 
interested, for which they are not responsible, 
and they must seek redress from the road that 
causes the delay and loss.’’ 

Hon. T, W. Craig, the well-known represen- 
tative from Gilmer, says the farmers in his 
county are out of potatoes and seed oats, both 
of which they cultivate largely, and as itis 
now time to plant they will be unable to make 
@ crop this year. The people do not care 
whether Mr. Gloveror the engineers are in 
the right, he says, but they know they are the 
ones that suffer. 

“‘T hope that Judge Newman can adjust the 
differences between Mr. Glover and his engi- 
neers,’ said he yesterday, “in which event 
neither could claim to be the victor, and this 
is often the backbone of a fight of this char- 
acter. The loss to our section has not been 
exaggerated.”’ 

Hon. Carter Tate endorsed these statements, 
and said he knew of a contract to deliver 
today in Atlanta $5,000 worth of marble, and 
not a block of it is here. 

‘Yes,’ said a well-known official of the 
Western and Atlantic road, ‘‘they have asked 
the railroad commission to compel us to move 
their ag = but I fail tosee how it is going 
to work. Probably the most significant feature 
thus far developed in the whole business was the 
action of Mr. Glover in threatening McIntyre 
with arrest because he wouldn’t move the cars 
at Marietta. Now you can see how powerless 
we are toact. The Locomotive Brotherhood 
is the strongest labor organization in the 
world, and the men are going té stick to each 
other through thick and thin. Mr. Glover 
may keep on threatening our men with arrest 
and they will follow McIntyre’s example every 
time he does so. You can thus. see 
that we will be left without men to move our 
own cars. And then the up-country merchants 
talk about suing us for refusing their freight. 
Nonsense! There isn’ta judge in the land 
that would sustain them. We did everything 
in our power to have the cars moved, and our 
superintendent, Mr. McCollum, wrote Mc- 
Intyre, ordering him to do so.”’

the Michigan Central road, passed through the 
city in his private car, en route to Florida.

Mr. Dana’s Interview. 

We print this morning a bristling inter- 
view with Mr. Charles A. Dana, editor of 
the New York Sun, who spent a part of yes- 
terday in Atlanta. As usual, he talks with 
directness and force, and his fearlessness in 
the expression of opinion is pronounced. 

Mr. Dana is very severe in his criticism of 
the Farmers’ Alliance, and we think he mis- 
judges that organization. He fails to rea- 
lize the inequalities of legislature which 
have pressed with intolerable weight upon 
the farming class, and he does not see that 
the vast and spontaneous movement of the 
agricultural classes is an effort for relief, an 
uprising against oppression. Overlooking 
this, it is not surprising that he condemns an 
agitation, the necessity of which he does not 
see. He overlooks another fact, that the 
Jeaders of the alliance in the south are de- 
termined to work out their reforms within 
the democratic party, and on account of the 
race question, which he mentions, they will 
adhere to that determination. Nothing for 
a long time to come will remove this ques- 
tion, which dominates our politics and 
makes men conservative as to new align- 
ments. This ‘‘balance wheel’’ he sees, but 
he does not seem to realize that it is an 
abiding condition. The southern alliance 
men are notably more conservative than the 
western wing of the order, both because of 
the race question and because there is no 
such distress here as there is among 
western farmers. There, suffering has 
driven them from the ranks of the repub- 
lican party, and they now engage it in open, 
relentless warfare. For these reasons we 
think it is easy to see which party will be 
hurt by the alliance, and from Mr. Dana’s 
point of view, the republicans are sure to 
be defeated. 


; Ruinous Relief. 

When the failure of Ireland’s potato crop 
‘was first announced, the movement in this 
country for the relief of the sufferers was 
“promptly checked, by the English news- 
papers. We were assured that aid from 
America was not wanted, as the British gov- 
ernment would do the right thing. 

How has this promise been kept? Mr. 
Edward Eggleston, who is now in Ireland, 
writes to The New York World that the 
government is giving employment to the 
Irish at 26 cents a day for men, 20 cents for 
women and 16 cents for children. The 
work is breaking stones on the public roads, 
and it is done under the supervision of po- 
licemen. 

So this is England’s boasted relief! The 
starving people of Ireland are offered con- 
victs’ work, and are gharded like convicts! 

Of course, this occupation prevents the 
Irish from planting another crop of pota- 
toes, and will leave them as badly off next 
winter as they are now. Perhaps this is a 
part of the British scheme of relief—the 
utter ruin of these helpless people. 

Unless matters take an umexpected turn, 
Ireland will need all the assistance her 
friends in America are able to give. The 
situation justifies the gloomiest forebodings. 


Views of a Western Senator. 

It is very evident that the next eighteen 
months have some surprises in store for the 
republican monometaliists of the east, who are 
bound to that policy by their European 
business connections. Senator Stewart, of 
Nevada, who, it will be remembered, was 
outspoken in his opposition to the force bili, 
has recently had an interesting and a sug- 
gestive conversation with the Washington 
correspondent of The St. Louis Republic. 

Senator Stewart has been visiting in New 
York and Boston, and he is not at all 
pleased with what he saw and heard. He 
says that a dozen banks in New York 
controi the New York newspapers and 
make them the mouthpieces of Wall street. 
These banks have European partners whose 
interest it is to prevent the remonétization 
of silver. These banks control all the 
other banks of .New York, and their infiu- 
ence is felt in all the banks throughout the 
‘country. They give their customers, the 
merthants, the cue to yell for gold, and they 
respond with one accord. 

This is the situation, according to Senator 
Stewart, who has been looking over the 
ground. His statement. about the news- 
papers is qualified by the explanation that 
their bondage to the banks is indirect and 
almost imperceptible. Thus qualified, Mr. 
Stewart’s statement takes the shape of a 
great truth which Turk CoNsTITUTION has 
called attention to time andagain. The 
goldbug newspapers of New York and the 
east are the organs of Wall street, and they 
give utterance to the stupid arguments 
ugainst silver which Wall street puts in their 
mouths, with a fluency that is surprising. 

There can be no doubt that Senator 
Stewart has studied the situation carefully. 
The bondage of the goldbug press to Wall 
‘street influence is complete and hopeless. 
_ The cause of free silver, in which all the 

People are interested and which a vast 
Majority of them favor, can get no hearing 
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in the ‘east, where the twin policies of 
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European monometallism and republican. 


republicans of the west have aided the 
republicans of the east to carry out their 
policy of protection, but now when the 
republicans of the west want free coinage, 
their motives and actions are bitterly de- 
nounced by the republicans of the east. 

Senator Stewart says that, if the free 
silver senators of the west had refused to 
vote for the McKinley bill, it could not have 
become a law, and he proceeds to hint that 
there is a movement on foot in the west 
which will enable the democrats and the 
free silver republicans to take up the 
McKinley law, and subject it to such re- 
vision as will surprise the eastern protec- 
tionists. Senator Stewart's plan is to give 
the country free textile fabrics, and thus 
show the east what the west can do when it 
is in the humor. 

As to the outlook for free coinage, Sena- 
tor Stewart says that a free coinage bill will 
be passed by the next congress, and Mr. 
Harrison will veto it, and thus place him- 
self in his political coffin. The republican 
party will be destroyed, and the people will 
have remonetized silver after all. There 
were strong intimations on the part of the 
Nevada senator that four or five republican 
senators would work in harmony with the 
democrats in the next congress. 


This is Ideal Justice. 

Undoubtedly the English and American 
systems of criminal justice are superior to 
the French method, under which a prisoner 
is presumed to be guilty until his innocence 
is proved, but we are a little behind Nor- 
way. 

When a prisoner is committed for trial in 
Norway he is at once relieved of all expense 
and trouble connected with his defense. 
Counsel is assigned to him, and his pref- 
erence is respected. The accused does not 
have to pay eventhe postage on his letters 
connected with the case. Bail is refused in 
very grave cases, when the evidence is 
strong; but when the evidence is weak, if 
bail is not forthcoming, the magistrate re- 
leases the prisoner, requiring him to report 
two or three times a day at the police station 
under penalty of re-arrest. In the event of 
acquittal the defendant receives full com- 
pensation from the public treasury, and if 
convicted the time he has heen detained 
counts as part of his imprisonment. The 
sentence, however, includes the obligation 
of refunding out of the convict’s estate the 
expense of the government for prosecution 
and defense. 

Even this brief outline makes it apparent 
that the Norwegian system is an admirable 
one.

TALKS ATLENGTH FOR THE: CONSTI- 
TUTION READEKS, 


He Raps the Farmers Alliance—Glances at 
the Off-Colored Races—Talks of the 
Campaign of 1892. 


Mr. Charles A. Dana, editor of The New 
York Sun, spent a part of yesterday in 
Atlanta, and during the few hours of his 
stay saw a good deal of the city and sur- 
roundings. The first place he visited was 
THe CoNstTiruTion building, which he 
went through from top to bottom. 

He Is Interviewed. 

Mr. Dana talked freely on all subjects. Heis 
noted for his fearlessness in criticising men and 
measures, and this interview bristles with 
plain, blunt and caustic comment on current 
events. 

For a man of erudition, Mr. Dana is remark- 
ably robust. From his looks no one would 
suspect him of being bookish. He has the 
physique and the brusque manner of a man of 
action. Though of full height, he does not 
look tall. His massive, well-filled frame 
gives an impressiorf of muscular strength. 
He has the deep, broad chest of an athlete 
and apparently the biceps of a pugilist. Only 
about the eyes is thereany outward evidence 
ofthe scholar. Thisis the impression until he 
begins to talk. Then the physical vigor is 
eclipsed by the intellectual, and you are as- 
tonished at the rapidity with which he gets 
over ground. In coming into a new place his 
glances seem to dart about incessantly until he 
has sized things up. Then heis off on some- 
thing else. 

Mr. Dana was asked : 

“What strikes you down here?” 

‘Activity, prosperity, absence of suffering 
or distress. There is supposed to be great dis- 
tress among the farmers, but I don’t see it in 
Georgia, Alabama or elsewhere in the south. 

“T see great improvement in the negroes. 
They are getting blacker. Thisis avery no- 
ticeable fact; you don’t see one mulatto where 
you saw four thirty years ago. I see hardly 
any except the hotel waiters. This is better, 
for the blacks are the stronger race and are 
not less intelligent. 

“The race question will work itself out. No 
one can tell how it will be done. The negroes 
are valuable laborers and the country can’t get 
along without them. If they ware taken out 
of Georgia you would suffer for lack of labor. 
Their places would havéto be filled by Italians 
or Slavonians, and I would rather have 100 
negroes than 100 Slavonians.”’ 

‘What do you think of the Mafia secret so- 


ciety ?”’ 

‘Such a secret society cannot last in this 
country. It willbe broken up. The Italians 
who come over here may belong to it, but their 
children will not.’’ 

“Do you think foreigners improve in this 
country?” 

“Oh, very much. There is a marked im- 
provement in Italians who have been in New 
York ten years.’’ 

**W hat does it ?”’ 

‘Freedom and =0pprosperity. Better liv- 
ing improves the stock. The 
Italians in New York eat beef. In their own 
country they seldom had it.’’ 

‘What do you think of the Chinese ?’’ 

“There is nothing tosay about them; they 
are kept out. In California they make very 
good laborers, but they are a hetrogeneous ele- 
ment. They have different ideas, different 
motives,and they won’t learn western science. 
It is not consistent with my prin- 
ciples to keep anybody out; I _be- 
lieve in -freedom and a fair showing 
for everybody, but the Chinese are kept out, 
and I don’t know that itis any great loss.’ 

“What do you think of the election of 
1892 ?”’ 

‘‘Nobody can tell. The Farmers’ Alliance 
is an important factor inthe question. It de- 
pends on the amount of damage they will do 
to the republican party in the west and the 
democratic party in the south. Now, the 
Farmers’ Alliance in the south professes to be 
democratic. It is held back by the negro 
question. That dominates everything here. 
There is no such balance wheel in the west 
and the alliance is bitter against the republican 
party; they camefrom that party, and, you 
know, when a member of an organization has 
left it, he is more bitter against it than its 
otiginal opponents. If the Farmers’ Alliance 
in the south should grow to such proportions 
that the negro question would be considered 
unimportant, it would then smash the demo- 
cratic party as far as it could. 

‘‘The Farmers’ Alliance is really as antago- 
nistic to democratic principles as anything in 
the land. It is a socialistic organization 
seeking to estabiish an aristocracy of farmers, 
endowed with privileges which nobody else 
will have. It seeks special privileges fora 
class, and the methods by which it proposes to 
attain these ends are as socialistic as the ends 
themselves. This plain talk is something you 
don’t see down here, I suppose; the politicians 
are all truckling to the Farmers’ Alliance. 
In dealing with the questions raised by the 
alliance, the Georgia politicians are the most 
cowardly set in the United States. 

“One thing is certain, the Farmers’ Alliance 
will run its course and die. Itis not founded 
on any broad principle of human nature, or of 
scientific politics. 

‘‘Now, if youcan tell me which party the 
alliance will hurt the most, I will tell you 
which one is likely to be beaten in 1892.”’ 

“Free coinage of silver is one of the alli- 
ance planks. Will not the democratic senti- 
ment for free coinage have its weight ?’’ 

“We have almost reached free coinage 
already. The coinage. of 4,500,000 ounces of 
silver a month almost amounts to that. 

“The effect of free coinage will be togive us 
a silver currency. We are now on a gold basis, 
and gold is the standard... The substitution of 
silver fora gold, making silver the currency 
will raise the value of gold to a small 
premium. It was so in France a few 
years ago. It was a mere trifle, only one-fifth 
of 1 per cent, I believe, but it was there. We 
are now on that road and we have got to travel 
it. This will make gold worth a small pre- 
mium over silver, and when American im- 
porters buy goods abroad they will have to pay 
the price, notin silver, butin gold. That is, 
they will pay a premium, i which 
will be that much added to theimport duties. 
Free coinage, with our mint open to the world, 
would increase this premium. A better way 
would be to have free coinage of American 
silver only. Otherwise, all the old teapots of 
the world would be brought here to be turned 
into dollars.”’ 

‘What do you think of the international 
silver dollar, to circulate im North and South 
America ?’’ 

“T don’t think that would help trade with 
South America especially. We have notronble 
about the money now; if any one wants to buy 
goods in South America he can do it.” 

“Do we not have to get the exchange in 
Europe vad 

‘*If we send them as many goods as they send 
us, that will be the exchange. Trade 
with South America depends on our ability 
to compete there with other countries. 
But I think there isa great deal in Blaine’s 
reciprocity idea.’’ 

“Do you think we will get Cuba?” 

**These are national questions of far reach 


| and Spain does not want to sell it. She would 


not be likely to sell it for five times what it is 
worth. Still, in the natural order of things, 
Cuba ought to belong to the United States. It 
would be a very desirable acquisition.” 

**What of Canada?’’ 

“Canada is bound to come. Where farms 
are not a half mile apart, on islands in the St. 
Lawrence river, one in the United States 
and the other tn Canada, the one 
on the American side is worth twice as much 
as the other. There is no richer farming region 
in North America than Ontario, just across 
from New York. If Canada were annexed to 
the United States, the value of lands in On- 
tario would appreciate 50 per cent immed- 
iately. 

When Lord Elgin came to Washington 
about 1850 to negotiate a new treaty 
with the United States, Canada was 
in such ‘a condition that annexation 
was a necessity. Lord Elgin wanted to secure 
trade regulations that would relieve Canada 

d preventannexation. He succeeded by the 


aid of John C. Calhoun and other southern 


statesmen who did not want Canada annexed 
to the United States because it would give the 
free states a preponderance over the slave 
states. Now there isnosuch condition. The 
slavery question has been disposed of, and 


whenever Canada wants to come, she will be 


taken in.”’ 

‘‘What do you think of the Nicaragua 
canal ?”’ 

‘The proposition for government aid is sup- 
ported by some of the ablest men of both po- 
litical parties, and is opposed by strong ele- 
ments of both. When the question comes up 
there will be a struggle and it will be fought 
outin the next congress. Itis very hard to 
tell howit will end. Ordinarily, it would 
seem that the proposition would be beaten, but 
it is impossible to say what will be 
the result. No doubt the canal will be built, 
and when built it will be a great advantage to 
commerce. I don’t know whether it will be 
a shorter route from England to India than 
by the Suez canal, butit will be a much 
pleasanter route.’’ 

‘What is the matter with our shipping?” 

‘There is nothing the matter. I believe we 
have the largest tonnage in the world.” 

**You mean in the coastwise trade?” 

“Yes, we have no other shipping. The rea- 
son is, we pay good wages, and the countries 
where the ships are built do not. I think it is 
better to pay the wages than to run the ships. 
Our trade does not suffer from this cause.”’ 

A Drive Through the City, 

During the afternoon Mr. Dana and the 
members of his party were driven about the 
city by Mr. Clark Howell. The gentlemen 
with Mr. Dana were Mr. LeGrand B. Cannon, 
one of New York’s most prominent capital- 
ists; Mr. Chester Griswold, his son-in-law, 
himself a weaithy gentleman, and Mr. H. Le- 
Grand Cannon, the well-known young sculptor 
of New York. 

All these gentlemen expressed themselves 
as greatly pleased with all that they had seen 
in Atlanta. Mr. Dana was especially enthu- 
siastic over Peachtree, pronouncing it the 
handsomest residence street he had seen. Of 
the evidences of the push and enterprise he 
sawon all sidesin Atlanta, Mr. Dana spoke 
in the most enthusiastic terms.

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: CONSIDERABLE MISUNDERSTAND. 
ING ABOUT THE DODD C4S8KE. 


Wants a Reward for Going After 
—Chosewood Complains that the 
Family Had to Put Up Money. 


- There seems to be a considerable misunder- 
ding about the Dodd case. 

In an interview published yesterday W. M. 
Chosewood, brother of the murdered man, 

plained of the fact that the family had to 
gat up the money to have Dodd brought back 
to Atlanta. 

The interview was a pretty salty one and 
was read with a good deal of interest in the 
sheriff’s office. 

THE SHERIFF’S STATEMENT. 

The story of locating and arresting Fayette 
Podd, according to the statements of the 

' sheriff’s office, is about in this wise: 

After Captain Morrow, sheriff of Fulton 
gounty, had located Dodd in Lynchburg, Va., 
pe called on the governor for funds. The gov- 
enor stated that he had none for that purpose. 
The sheriff then sent word to the Chosewood 
family that, if they would assist in defraying 
the expenses of the return of the prisoner, he 

would send a deputy after him. 

W. M. Chosewood, according to this state- 
ment, came to the sheriff’s office and offered 
to pay $15, the expense of bringing Dodd back 
toAtianta. Captain Morrow stated that the 
expense would be about $40, andif he would 

advance $15, he (Morrow) would pay the bal- 
ance, and if the man was not the right one he 
would refund the money. 

Chosewood wanted to go himself, but as this 
was impossible, because such a procedure 
would have been illegal, Captain Morrow re- 
fused. 

Chosewood then suggested George W. Rob- 
inson as the man to be deputized to go after 
the prisoner, the sheriff agreeing to bear the 
balance of the expenses, though not required 
by law to do so. 

The requisition papers were then secured 
by Captain Morrow, through Solicitor Hill, 
and were placed in the hands of Robinson. 

Three days afterwards Robinson came into 
the sheriff’s office and said he wanted to turn 
over the papers,'as, he said, Chosewood had not 
furnished the money for the expenses. Captain 
Morrow preferred to take the papers and to 
send another man, the sheriff defraying the en- 
tire expenses. Robinson said he did not have 
the papers with him, but would meet him ata 
certain hour and turn them over to the sheriff. 
The sheriff waited till the appointed time 
and then went in search of Robinson. He did 
not tind Robinson, but learned during the even- 
ing that Robinson had started for Lynchbarg, 
accompanied by Chosewood. 

The story of their return with the prisoner 
has been told. 

ROBINSON’S GRIEVANCE. 

According to this story the sheriff’s oftice 
did all that was promised and all that could 
be done. There was no money from the state 
to pay the expenses, as was stated when appli- 
cation was made to the executive office. 

Robinson was seen yesterday afternoon, and 
says that his expenses were about $145, and 
that they were all borne by Chosewood. So 
far as he knew or knows yet, the sheriff did all 
that was promised or required. 

What hejis grumbling about is the fact that 
he expected $100 reward for the prisoner. 

He says that he lost his time and underwent 
all the weariness of the long journey, expect- 

ing that the reward would be forthcoming.
